| HAT in his CAs lately delivered to your Lordſhips, to which he 
begs leave to refer, he did moſt humbly ſer forth, that he is not con- 
ſcious to himſelf of his being guilty of any of the Crimes laid to his 

Charge by the Bill now depending in this Honourable Houſe. 


He now preſumes, in all Submiſſion and Reverence to your Lordſhips, ſo- 
lemnly to declate the ſame. And depending on his own Innocence, and your 
Lordſhips impartial Juſtice, he humbly hopes, if he may be admitted the favour 
of being hear d, he ſhall be able to vindicate himſelf againſt any the Crimes that 
may be charged againſt him. 


That notwithſtanding he is almoſt ruin'd by the late unhappy Scheme, yet he is 
the moſt ſeverely puniſhed by the Bill, as it how ſtands, being allow'd but 30007. 
for the Subſiſtance of himſelf, his Wife, and Four ſmall Children, beſides ſeveral 
poor Relations, whoſe ſole Dependance is upon him, being uncapable of provi- 
ding for themſelves; Whereas the leaſt Allowance to any of the other Directors 
is 5000 J. if their Eſtate amounts to ſo much. 


And he is yet further puniſhed (or in effect Banisnsp) being turn'd out of 
his Employment, which he has faithfully ſerv'd in for above twenty Years, and 
render d uncapable of Serving the Publick, which if not reliev'd herein by your 
* will put him under a Neceſſity of ſeeking his Bread in a Foreign 

ountry. 


And by reaſon of his being particularly diſtinguiſhed by ſo ſmall an Allowance, 
he is yet more ſenſibly afflicted in regard to his Reputation; for the World will 
not believe but that he who is the moſt remarkably puniſhed by Parliament, muſt 
of Conſequence be the greateſt Criminal; which he humbly conceives he cannot 
appear to be, fince he is not ſo much as once nam'd in the whole Report of 
the Honourable the Secret Committee. 


Therefore he humbly flys to your Lordſhips as the Dernier Reſort of Juſtice, and 
prays you will be pleas d in Compaſſion to his and his Families poor diſtreſſed 
Condition, to grant him ſuch Relief as to your Lordſbips in your great Wiſdom 
ſhall ſeem meet. |
